They presented to the president an original oil painting, 
pictured above, bearing the legend ‘A. F. of L. 100 per cent 
FOR DEFENSE,” from which 50.000 large color posters 
are being reproduced for distribution and display by local 
unions throughout the country. 

At the same time, Mr. Green and Mr. Meany told the 
president the federation is purchasing $50,000 worth of na- 
tional defense bonds—the maximum amount permissible— 
and is calling on all of its national and local unions and the 
individual members of these organizations to “invest in 
American democracy by buying defense bonds.”

States has held such laws uncon 
stitutional in that they violate 
rights guaranteed by the first and 
fourteenth amendments to the cori- 
stitution of the United States; 
rights which are also guaranteed 
by sections 9 and 10 of article I of 
the constitution of California. The 
legislative counsel’s opinion says: 
“The action of the United 
States supreme court in these 
two cases is persuasive to the 
effect that freedom of speech 
is not to be limited by a state’s 
declaration of whether its pur- 
pose is lawful.

JOBS HIT 1929 PEAK; 
37,500,000 AT WORK 


Preliminary estimates by 
government experts indi- 
cated that, due to the na- 
tional defense program, 
there now are more than 
37,500,000 wage earners 
at work in non-agricul- 
tural pursuits. This num- 
ber exceeds the 1929 peak 
and reaches the highest 
levels in United States his- 
tory. 

This total compares with 
the boom figure of 37,470,- 
ooo in September, 1929, 
and the depression low of 
26,381,000 during March, 
1933, but does not in- 
clude army and navy per- 
sonnel, workers on WPA 
and national youth proj- 
ects or men in the civilian 
conservation corps. 

In addition to the mil- 
lions in non-agricultural 
employment, it is estimated 
that almost 10,000,000 men 
and women are engaged in 
agriculture.

More About Governor's Veto

the court’s view that 
picketing is identified with the 
constitutional guaranty of free 
speech and is to be judged ac- 
cording to the principles gov- 
erning the exercise of that 
right. It can not be narrowly 
restricted by a state’s declara- 
tion of what it deems to be the 
proper field for its exercise. It 
seems to us that in broadly out- 
lawing secondary picketing, 
whether peaceful or not, S. B. 
877 goes too far and is uncon- 
stitutional in that respect.” 


I am keenly and sympathetically 
aware of the feelings of individual 
employers who feel that instances 
in the operation of the secondary 
boycott or “hot cargo” pressure of 
organized employes of another em- 
ployer unjustly affect and injure 
their own normal operations, be- 
cause they are not directly parties 
to that other employer’s dispute 
with his employes. 

But the answer to this complaint 
is found in the following language 
of the supreme court of California, 
100 Cal. Dec., p. 407: 


“although the respondent ar- 
gues that a person secondarily 
boycotted is an innocent third 
party caught between the upper 
and lower millstones of an in- 
dustrial dispute in which he 
has no interest, this is clearly 
not correct. One who sells a 
product of a merchant or man- 
ufacturer who is engaged in a 
labor dispute with his employes, 
inescapably becomes an ally of 
the employer. He has a direct 
unity of interest with the one 
being struck. By providing an 
outlet for that product, he en- 
ables the employer to maintain 
the working conditions against 
which lahor is protesting. And 
unless the union is allowed to 
ollow the product to the place 
where it is sold and to ask the 
public by peaceful representa- 
tions to refrain from purchas- 
ing it, the workers have no real 
opportunity to tell their story to 
those whose interest or lack of 
interest will, in large measure, 
determine the issues in dispute.” 
It is inevitable, in the mainte- 

nance of the civil liberties of our 
democracy involved in the eco- 
nomic struggle in the field of in- 
dustry and commerce where work- 
ers and employers exercise their 
collective economic power for the 
attainment of what they consider 
to be their just rights, that inci- 
dental hardship may be suffered 
by individuals only indirectly in- 
volved and which they are power- 
less to prevent. But fundamental 
constitutional rights and civil lib- 
erties which our country is now 
preparing to defend against the 
enemies of democracy can not be 
set aside in order to avoid those in- 
cidental hardships. The way must 
and undoubtedly will be found in 
adjustments which will necessarily 


evolve from the preservation of 
those rights. 

Everyone, even the proponents 
of this bill, will agree that the 


rights of employes to unionize and 
to strike and to peacefully picket 
in the enforcement of their rights 
to bargain collectively are just and 
fundamental rights of our Ameri- 
can system; yet this bill would de- 
stroy the effective, peaceful and 
orderly exercise of those rights. In 
fact it goes further and denies the 


right of employes to quit work for | 


any of the reasons mentioned in 
the bill. It says continuance at

gone so far in attempts to defeat 
or circumscribe the rights of or- 
ganized workers. This bill says to 
a union of workers engaged in an 
economic struggle with their em- 
ployer to better their wages or 
working conditions, “You can not 
ask other employes to assist you in | 
your struggle.” And it says to a! 
union of other employes, ‘“‘You must 
continue to work on materials fur- 
nished by another plant in which 
that struggle exists, and you may 
be sent to jail if you fail to con- 
tinue at work on those materials, 
although by so doing you will aid 
in destroying your own union.” 


I believe that most Americans, 
without looking at any law books, 
would say that under our Ameri- 
can system of government and the 
rights guaranteed by our constitu- 
tion, if a man does not want to 
work, he can not be made to do so 
whatever his reasons; that he can 
use this right to quit work for any 
reason he sees fit, either individu- 
ally or collectively; that is, he can 
quit his job alone, or he can walk 
out with other employes of a sim- 
ilar mind. 


So analyzed, I believe the av- 
erage American will agree that 
no matter what the purpose, or 
how some people may have 
abused their right to quit work 
or to strike, you can’t make a 
free man work in private en- 
terprise, and that therefore 
such a bill as this would vio- 
late our fundamental rights of 
liberty and freedom from in- 
voluntary servitude. 


The right of boycott and pick- 
eting, being a constitutional right, 
can not be enjoined by any legis- | 
lative enactment. 

It should be pointed out that this 
attempt to restrict this fundamen- 
tal constitutional right is only lim- 
ited to the activities of workers and 
labor organizations, or persons who | 
would assist them. As such, it is class 
legislation. The bill makes it un- 
lawful for an employe to refuse to} 
handle goods because of a dispute 
between another employer and his 
employes, or a labor organization. 
That same employe would have the 
right to refuse to handle goods be- 
cause it was produced by slave la- 
bor, child labor, or under any other 
circumstance which that person 
thought in the light of his reason- 
ing and his conscience was wrong, 
and as such, to be discouraged. 


The bill makes it unlawful for a 
person to bring economic pressure 
on an employer in an effort to in- 
duce such employer to refrain from 
doing business with, or handling 
the products of any other employer 
because of a dispute between the 
latter and his employes, but would 
permit any group of citizens to ex- 
ercise the same economic coercion 
on that employer because he sells 
Japanese goods. 

The proponents of the bill seem 
ablivious to the fact that there is a 
unity of interest among all work- 
ers. 

They overlooked the fact that the 
standard of wages and working | 
conditions prevailing in one plant, 
or locality, may be seriously jeop- 
ardized by the payment of lower 
wages by another employer, and 
especially is this true if it is in the} 
same industry. Workers receiving 
fair wages from employers who

President William Green hailed 
distribution of aid British labor 
subscription books among 30,000 lo- 
cal unions affiliated with the Am- 
erican Federation of Labor. The 
subscription books are being circu- 
lated among the four and a half 
million members of the American 
Federation of Labor as part of the 
efforts of the committee to aid 
British labor’s campaign to raise 
funds for the relief of the British 
workers who are battling valor- 
ously against the onslaught of the 
axis powers. 

A. F. of L. to Help 

Expressing confidence that the 
drive would attain tremendous suc- 
cess, and urging every member of 
the American Federation of Labor 
to help attain that end, President 
Green, who is honorary chairman 
of the committee, s@id in a letter 
to Matthew Woll, chairman of the 
committee: 

“I am sure the loyal American 
people who are members of the 
American Federation of Labor will 
welcome this opportunity to make 
their individual contribution, how- 
ever modest, not only as concrete 
evidence of their desire to give re- 
lief and assistance to our brothers 
across the sea, but also as a means 


of expressing their hate and dis- 
gust for the totalitarian powers 
who would crucify laboring men 
and their unions as the first step 
in bringing about their so-called 
‘new order,’ which is really not new 
but is merely a new mask on the 
old order of the jungle, respecting 
neither decency nor justice, and re- 
lying for its existence merely on 
brute force in the subjugation of 
the weak by the strong.” 


The campaign also has been en- 
dorsed by President Roosevelt and 
Wendell L. Willkie and is now on 
in full force. It is receiving the 
active co-operation of all state fed- 
erations of labor through their 
presidents who are acting as state 
chairmen, and an overwhelming 
number of city central bodies. Con- 
tributions through these bodies and 
national, international and _ local 
unions have already commenced to 
roll in. From all indications it 
would seem as if this campaign 
will surpass any previous effort to 
relieve suffering and want, and ad- 
vance the cause of labor.

want to maintain the American 
standards of living are duty-bound 
to protect themselves and the em- 


ployer from the unfair competition 
from other chiseling and cut-throat 
competitors, by means of boycott 
and picketing. 

To hold otherwise, and to com- 
pel a worker, or an employer from 
exercising his fundamental right to 
purchase, or work on any material 
which they feel would seriously 
jeopardize the employer’s business, 
and the standards of wages and 
working conditions established in 
his business, would be to compel 
such employer and his employes to 
destroy themselves. 


However, the proponents of this 
bill do seem to realize the force of 
the foregoing objections as evi- 
denced by its provision, inserted by 
way of amendment, that it is to 
remain in effect only during the 
defense emergency. 


If constitutional guarantees are 
to be set aside for the safety of the 
nation in war or in any of the con- 
ditions of national emergency, it is 
not for the legislature of any one 
state to do so. That is the function 
of the congress of the United 
States, in the exercise of its power 
to provide for the common defense, 
or of the president under powers 
delegated to him by congress. Nor 
should any temporary suspension

tected, not only because of the dic- 
tates of human decency, but be- 
cause high efficiency in industrial 
production can be secured in no 
other way. 


Exigencies for national safety in 
time of war may require the con- 
scription of both capital and labor, 
but it is not for the legislature of 
any one state to do so as to either. 
But that is not the motive behind 
this bill. It is, in its essence, the 
same measure as Proposition No. 1, 
placed by certain employing inter- 
ests on the 1938 ballot of Califor- 
nia’s general election in November 
of that year, and which the people 
overwhelmingly defeated. 


I signed senate bill 180, known ag 
the “Anti-Sabotage Bill” which pro- 
vides that whoever intentionally 
and maliciously destroys, impairs, 
injures, interferes or tampers with 
real or personal property with rea- 
sonable grounds to believe that 
such act will hinder, delay or in- 
terfere with the preparation of the 
United States for defense or for 
war, shall be guilty of a felony. 
That bill provided, and it is now 
the law, that portions of the pub- 
lic highways could be closed to pub- 
lic use if the property abutting 
thereon is used in the manufacture 
of products to be used in national 
defense, if the highway commis- 
sioner decided that the public 
safety, the safety of the property 
so required; and I believe that 
these provisions will go a long way 
towards preventing any picketing 
|'designed to impede the national 
defense. One must also remember 
that picketing in any case to be 
lawful must be peaceful, and that 
if the picketing is carried on with 
force or violence or in any way in 
an unlawful manner, it is the duty 
of the law enforcement officers 
and the courts under the present 
law to prevent such picketing from 
going beyond the lawful limits. Too 
ceften the public mind is given the 
picture of lawful picketing as em- 
bracing the right to obstruct high- 
ways, to waylay workers, to barri- 
cade entrances to plants and like 
forcible and unlawful, measures 
but the fact of the matter is that 
such acts are at present unlawful 
and may be restrained and pre- 
vented under the present law. 
Peaceful industrial relations are 
| desired by all loyal and right think- 
jing citizens. But this can not be 
;}accomplished by class legislation, 
|such as this bill, which would de- 
prive organized groups of workers 
of their fundamental economic and 
constitutional rights. 

If this bill were to go on our 
statute books, operations under it 
would, in my humble judgment, fo- 
ment unprecedented industrial 
strife in our state, interrupting be- 
yond any previous experience the 
normal course of industry and com- 


merce. I fear that injunctions is- 
sued under it would be disrespected 
by organized workers affected as 


; unconstitutional and _ discrimina- 
| ting, and dislocations in industria] 


|relations would be greatly  in- 
creased

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Painters on Strike 


Last Monday morning was offi 
|cially declared by District Council 
|of Painters No. 16 as the date their 
new wage rate of $1.50 per hour 
Doras to become effective. (Painters 
| work seven hours a day.) 

Up to last Wednesday over two 
ijhundred painting contractors were 
{reported as having signed the 
painters’ new agreement ... which 
put well over fifty per cent of their 
men back to work. 

One of the stumbling blocks to a 
peaceful settlement between the 
contractors’ association and the 
painters, along with the wage dis- 
pute, is a rumored demand by the 
contractors’ association that the 
painters’ union refuse to sign up 
individual contractors unless they 
agree to join the master painters’ 
association and pay the fifty bucks 
a year dues. 

Hugh Rutledge, representing the 
district council of painters, sums 
up their position briefly with 
“everything’s going along hunky- 
dory”. 

There is little doubt that the 
many lean years suffered by the 
painters, the many hazards at- 
tached to their type of work and 
the uncertainty of their work due 
to weather as well as other condi- 
tions, certainly clarify and justify 
their position in these wage de- 
mands. 

All A. F. of L. unions are sup- 
porting the painters. 

Paraffine Co. Balks 

The paint makers’ union which 
recently negotiated a general wage 
increase has finally received offi- 
cial notice from individual mem- 
bers to the effect that back pay 
was received and the wage increase 
granted ... in twenty of the local 
union concerns, 

Only one company, the Paraffine 
Co., Inc., has balked at granting 
the same type of general increase 
afforded all other paint company 
‘employes. The company claims 
that according to its agreement it 
is not forced to grant the general 
increase ... but only must meet 
the wages paid in other local paint 
companies, 

As a result of the company’s po- 
sition both the company and the 
union are at present making a sur- 
vey of the wage scales paid with a 
view to getting an average from 
which to base increases at Paraf- 
fine Co.
